W. II. Powell, president of the Se­ 


dalia school board, was seen by a rep­ 
resentative of the 
Democrat today 


and asked in reference to tile criti­ 
cism recently published regarding the 


boards action in raising the High 


school tuition fee for students resid­ 


ing outside the district from $3 to 
$1 per month. 


Mr. Powell feels that an injustice 


lias been done the board, perhaps un­ 
intentionally, and through lack of in­ 
formation of conditions existing. 
“In tile first place,” said Mr. Powell, 
“it should be understood that the cost 
of maintaining the High school, as 
well as all other schools in tile dis­ 
trict, is met by the taxpayers of the 
school district, and, 
as 
everybody 
knows, the tax is very high, and nei­ 
ther the hoard nor any other person 
has the right to permit students not 
living in the district 
to 
use 
the 
schools without paying their just pro­ 
portion of the expense. 
It has been 
the aim of the board to fix the tui­ 
tion fees at as near the actual cost 
as possible. 
“ By actual cost I mean just what 
is required to pay the teachers, jani­ 
tors, heat, light and incidentals of 
the schools, without taking into ac­ 
count anything for plant investment 
or wear and tear of buildings, etc. 
“During the last year an accurate 
account of the expense of maintain­ 
ing the High school 
was 
carefully 
kept and the total was divided by the 
number of pupils taught, and it was 
found that the cost for each pupil 
per school year was exactly $39.30, 
or very nearly $5 per month per pupil. 
“ With this information before ii. 
the board could not in justice to the 
tax-payers of the distract permit out­ 
side pupils to use the school for the 
old rate of $3 per month, or $‘27 for 
the full nine months, $12.30 less than 
the cost, and so it was decided to 
mise the fee. 
In making the mise to 
$4. the hoard felt it was getting as 
close to the cost as possible, hut was 
still giving the outside pupil the ben­ 
efit of $3.30 for the school year. 
“As far as I am concerned,” con­ 
tinued Kr. Powell, ‘‘I think therq was 
nothing else to do. in fairness to those 
who pay for the schools, 
than 
to 
make the change we did. and I see no 
reason to regret tile action.’’

Also may be mentioned insufficient 
housing, especially during the heat 
of summer and the cold of winter, 
dampness, insanitary condition of the 
pens 
or 
houses, 
overcrowding 
of 
sleeping quarters, etc. 
It has been estimated that 85 per 
cent, of all losses from hog diseases 
arise from cholera. 
The need of all 
precautions 
against 
infection 
and 
spread is therefore apparent.

within the power of all hog raisers

cause enumerated above; 
and

simple statement of the causes also 
points the way for prevention.

The Kansas experiment station has 
received reports of the result of vac­ 
cinating 32,000 hogs against cholera. 
In herds infected before vaccination 
70 per cent of the hogs survived. 
In 
herds not infected before vaccination 
99 per cent, survived. 
This shows 
very clearly that the time to use the 
cholera serum is before the disease 
hits the herd. 
The losses from swine disease this 
year promise to be much less than 
that, but there is a good deal of it 
scattered over the corn belt and all 
precautions should be taken. 
Serum 
is available now in nearly all Impor­ 
tant swine-producing states, and those 
who own hogs should take advantage 
of it 


Ewe After Lambing. 
After lambing ewes should not be 
fed too heavily for a week or two. 
Bran alone is good ration for the 
first few days. 
Gradually the ration 
can be increased, using one part bran, 
xme part oil meal and five parts corn.
